WASHINGTON, Aug. 5.—The i population has increased very rap- 


whlte population of the United | idly in certain parts of the United 
States on April 1, 1930, aggregat- 
ed 88.7 per cent of all persons liv- 
ing within the country, while the 
negro population made up 9.7 per 
cent of the total, the census bu- 
reau announced today. 


Due to the falling birth rate and 


the restrictions on immigration the 


jf increase in the white population 


from 1920 to 1930 of 15.7 per cent 
was somewhat slower than during 
the preceding ten years when the 
gain was 16 per cent. 


On the other hand the negro 


population from 
1920 to 1930 


showed an increase of 13 6 per 
cent, which compared with a gain 
of but 6.5 per cent in the ten years 
prior to 1920. 


Total population April 1, 1930, 


was 122,775,046 divided as follows: 
'White, 108,864,207; negro, 11,- 
891,143; - Mexican 1,422,533; In- 
diafa 332,397; Chinese 74.954; Jap- 
anese 138(834; 
Filipino 45,208; 


Hindu 3,130; Korean 18,860; all 
other. 780. 


The big increase among races of 


importance in 'the makeup of the 
American population 
since 1910 


was 103.1 per cent for Mexicans. 


white population in 1910, how- 


ever, included 700,541 persons who 
would have been counted as Mexi- 
cans in 1930. 


The Japtjiese population gained 


26.1 per cent between 1920 and 
1930. This was a gain of approxi- 
niately 27,000 for the entire United 
States 26,761 of which was in the 
Pacific coast states of Washing- 
ton, Oregon and California. The 
Japanese were mainly concentrated 
in California which had 97,456, an 
increase of 25,504 in ten years. 
There were 17,837 Japanese in 
Washington and 4,958 in Oregon, 
"both small increases. 


"The' Mexican element 
in the 


States during the past ten years," 
the bureau said, referring to the 
south west, mountain and Pacific 
coast states.

Enumerators were instructed that 
"all persons born in Mexico or hav- 
ing parents born hi Mexico, who 
are not definitely white, negro, In- 
dian, Chinese or Japanese, should 
be returned as Mexicans." Under 
these instructions 65,965 persons 
of Mexican birth or parentage 
were returned as white and 1,422,- 
533, as Mexicans, according 
to 


the report. 


Of the entire Mexican popula- 


tion in this country 1,316,453 were 
in the west south central, mountain 
and Pacific states; Texas leading 
with 683,681, followed by Califor- 
nia with 368,013, Arizona 
with 


114,173, New Mexico 59,340 and 
Colorado with 57,676. Comparison 
of the Mexican population with 
1910 was not given. 


"Nearly two thirds of the whole 


increase in the Negro population 
between 1920 and 1930 took place 
in the north, but the increase in 
the south, even after the departure 
of the largest number of negroes 
who must be asumed to have mi- 
grated northward, amounted to 
449,346 or five percent 
of the 


southern Negro population in 3920" 
the bureau said. 


There were 2,409,219 Negroes in 


the north in 1930, an increase of 
936,901; 9,361,577 in the south, an 
increase of 449,346 and 120,347 in 
the west, an increase of 41,756. 
Thus Negroes in the north increas- 
ed 63.6 per cent and in the west 
53.1 per cent.

LAMBS FOR PROFIT 
In view of an 8 percent increase 


in the lamb crop of 1931 over that 
of 1930 it would seem wise to con- 
sider the following observations: 
' The trend of the market desires 
a lamb carcass from a lamb which 
is well finished with a live weight 
of *rom 70 to 75 pounds. The lamb 
to sell must carry condition and 
should not exceed this weight. In

CITY AT ONE TIME 


UNDERU.S. PLANS 


DENVER. Colo.—A city large 


enough to provide homes and mar- 
kets for 10,000 people, completely 
equipped as to pavements, sewers, 
curbings, alleys and waterworks— 
but without a house in it—is to be 
built near the site of the Hoover 
dam in Nevada. 
, Eventually, of course, there will 
be houses and business buildings. 
The task confronting the construc- 
tion company at present, however, 
is the building of the city without 
houses. 


Boulder City, Nevada, is to be 


one of the new American cities 
which have been built according 
to a definite plan laid out before 
construction work was started. 
Longview, Wash., is said to be the 
only other city in the world built 
complete according to a pladL_ 


Vincent K. Jones, in charge "of 


building operations, 
is the man 


who is going to build the city. Al- 
though the government contract 
has not as yet been let it is known 
that Jones' bid is about $105,000 
dollars below that of the nearest 
competitor, with a Tjid of $274,000. 
The contract is to cover labor only, 
the government to furnish all ma- 
terials. 


"We are ready to get started 


with the work within a week after 
the contract is awarded," Jones 
says. "Creating this city in the 
desert is supposed to be a seven- 
months J9b, but we expect to, ftnish 
it in five. 


"We will use about 400 men. 


There will be about 100 men of our 
own. 
The other 300 will be re- 


cruited from the hundreds or per- 
sons who have flocked to the' dam 
site from all over the country. 


"There are many advantages in 


building a city all at one time from 
a single plan," Jones said. "For 
instance," he pointed out, 
"you 


know in advance just where the 
residence district is to be and the 
location of the business district. 


"From that you can tell which 


streets should have the thickest 
paving. Boulder City will have 
four classes of paving, one for the 
main business streets, another for 
the secondary business streets, a- 
third for the residential districts 
and still another for the outlying? 
sections where traffic will be light- 
est."

MOKERS will eat less before 
they will puff less, but this addic- 


tion to the weed that "makes a 
chimney of your nose" has not sav- 
ed tobacco from feeling the ef- 
fects of the depression. Unless 
more persons broke the habit than 
formed it during the last 12 mon- 
ths, which is highly improbable, 
the 
cigarette and cigar have 


struck hard times. 


Consumption of cigarettes fell by 


303,161,300 smokers. The coun- 
try consumed 641,818,200 fewer 
cigars. Peak cigarette production, 
achieved in 1929, was 119, 978,898,- 
400. The 1930 production was 119, 
935,433,200. 
The 1929 and 193C 


oigat productions were 6,548,676,- 
000, and 6,328,465,800 respectively. 


While people smoked fewer cig- 


ars and cigarettes, they did not 
necessarily araoke less. 
If they 


smoked one four-hundredth more 
of each cigarette than they did dur- 
1fijf the preceding fiscal year—and 
a cigarette is only two and three- 
quarters inches long—then just as 
much cigarette tabacco was smok- 
ed last year as in the year before 
It-was probably a lean year for 
the gutter-snipe. 


Some may see in the decline of 


the last two years evidence that 
smoking among women is dying 
out. Their argument would be that 
since the rapid increase in cigaret- 
te production up to 1929 was large- 
ly due to the almost universal adop- 
tion of the cigarette production by 
i&e fair sex, It would follow that 
«hy Decrease now would be due to 
collect taxes on tai»acco that the 
curtailed production is due to the 
depression. 
^Although the cigarette has for 


_ years-; been weaning smokers away 


from the stronger and more costly 
cigar, It is probable that cigar pro- 
duction last year was harder hit by 
the depression than by cigarette 
popularity. It is a tradition among 
cigar smokers that they fall back 
upon the jjheaper cigarette when 
hard times overtake them.

ORLD Politics, at the risk of 
a world credit breakdown, is 


playing as darkly with gold as the 
imagination of j»oets and romanc- 
ers" has played brightly with it 
since the dawn of history. The pre- 
cious metal has always been as 
dangerous as gunpowder »n the 
hands of scheming statemen. 


Most countries have played in- 


ternational politics with gold in 
their time, but the arch offender 
right now is France. Her banks 
have been drawing their gold from 
TT!ngH*h banks, obviously because 
$500,000,000 of German financial 
pacers is now in London banks. 
Naturally, therefore, some of the 
financial 
strain experienced m 


Germany is communicated to the 
franfring system of Great Britain. 


Gold is the basis of dominant 


currencies and the standard of ex- 
change in international trade. The 
exchange value of a given national 
currency is disposed to rise or fall 
in accordance with the amounts of 
gold" held in reserve to guarantee 
its redemption at- banks of issue. 
Currencies are sound and fluctua- 
tion-proof when the gold reserves 
behind them are well above the fix- 
ed margin of safety. 


Normally, when banks in one 


country discount or buy sound 
commercial bills1—as banks are al- 
ways doing in one course of their 
daily business—they are content 
to leave the resulting gold credits 
undisturbed in banks of other coun- 
tries against which many of the 
commercial bills are drawn. They 
hold this credit in reserve for fur- 
ther routine operations. Yet they 
have the power to draw the gold 
home at any hour's notice That is 
what the French have been doing 


The great excess of gold in the 


United States is due to another 
cause over which it has no con- 
troL Its board of gold is due chief- 
ly to the fact that international 
debts and interest are payable IE 
terms of goJd. Routine commercial 
opetat»ons built up France's re- 
serve
